I always think of George Luks in the group that contains Robert 


Henri, George Bellows, and John Sloan— though he really belonged to no 
group. He was a group himself! But so long as vital, glorious art lives. 
George Luks will live. Though of Dutch, Fernch, and Bavarian ancestry, 
he was a rabid champion of native art, and he once stated that it was one 
of his ambitions to "paint a 110 per cent American!" 


But throughout the world the art of George Luks will be admired, 


loved and treasured. It is too great to die.
